Immigration To Canada 
Recent Figures Compiled For 
Eleven Months of 1924 
Immigration to Canada from all 
sources for the first eleven months of 
1924 totalled 121,685, according to an 
official statement recently issued. Of 
this number, 56,925 were British, 16,- 
587 from the United States and 49, 
173 from other countries. 

The total movement is 9,046 less 
than for the same period in 1923, a 
decrease of seven per cent., but this 
difference is more than accounted for 
by the fact that a movement of 11,700 
sritish harvesters in 1923 was not re 
| peated in 1924. When allowance is 
made for the harvester movement,

Marketing 


President Coolidge Says it” is Not a 
Panacea For All Ills 

Co-operative marketing can, and 
should, be made a success in the Unit 
ed States because it provides the best 
means of stabilizing the country’s ag: 
ricultural marketing organization, 
President Coolidge declaf@d to the an- 
nual convention of the National Coun- 
cll of Farmers’ Co-operative Assocta- 
tions. 

Addressing the delegates to the con- 
vention af the White House, the Presi- 
dent warned that co-operative market- 
ing possesses no magical attributes, 
and asserted that it must start from 
the soil and be developed upward, 

“There is a school of co-operators 
who seem to believe that the pro- 
gramme can be started at the top and 
built downwards,” he added. 

“They want the Govesnment or the 
banks or philantropists or Provid- 
ence to lay out a sclieme big enough 
to cover the country; set its mach- 
Inery moving, guarantee it all needed 
capital and then invite the farmers to 
elt In the places reserved for them and 
proceed to garner their profits. Let 
me say that I offer no such Aladdin- 
like project. LI want society as a 
whole to-help; but I want the farmers 
to do their share and I warn them that 
this will be ihe lion’s share.” 

Co-operative marketing, the Presi- 
dent continued, mtist have fits be- 
ginnings in small and modest units 
and must train the people who are to 
use it to think co-operatively. He 
also advised that co-operative mar- 
keting be préached as a principle, not 
as a panacea,

Being Careful and Conscientious Adds 
To Personal Worth 

Dr. Charles R. Brown expresses an 
inspiring trath-in the observation that 
“the highest reward for doing any- 
thing well lies in the power to do it 
still better.” No one will underrate 
-the fact that good work compiands a 
better financial reward than poor 
work; but money compensation is in- 
ferior to the reward which careful, 
conscientious finished work itself con- 
fers upon the worker. It adds some: 
thing to his personal worth; It makes 
him a completer, a more competent 
person, a finer instrument for use in 
the doing of the world’s needed work, 
No one can afford to/work in a cit 
less, “slipshod’ way.

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"Boy Celdenve: x New Profession 


By Marjorie Bradford, Social Service 
Council of Canada 

“One boy out of every fourteen is 
hailed Into court for delinquency, De- 
linquency is largely misdirected en- 
ergy: After leaving a boy’s natural 
instincts entirely unguided, we arrest 
and penalize him for exercising lis 
God-given energy!" So spoke Brothér 
Barnabas, executive secretary of the 
Boy Life Bureau, Knights of Columbus 
in Canada, in an address before thé 
National Probation Association meet- 
ing in Toronto Jast June. He was 
making his familiar plea in behalf of 
his beloved boys—for the new profes- 
sion of boy guidance. 

Tho relations of the human family 
hare radically changed in the past 
two generations. Time was when the 
members of a family spent practically 
their lives together while the children 
were growing up. Father and boys 
worked together in the flelda or at the 
trade. Tho church and the home 
were vital factors in the boys de- 
veloping life. But*as rural develop- 
ment has given way to the big indus- 
trial centre and social and industrial 
ehanges have appeared, tho fathers, 
and in many cases the mothers, have 
become separated from their children 
during most of thelr waking hours. 
At the same timo a third agency in 
the education of the boy has develop- 
ed—the school}, and it has to somo ex- 
tent filled the need which arose with 
the changing occupations of the 
parents. 

The physical business of living to- 
day is easier than it has ever been. A 
great deal of leisure time is now en- 
joyed where once the waking hours 
were fully occupled. “It is this lef- 
sure time,” says Brother - Barnabus, 
“that, while it enriches our lives, 
makes them more complex. Our re- 
creations include,ten activities where 
our grandfathers knew one. Neces- 
sarlly this affects the youth of the 
nation. Necessarily this complex 
life affects the character of our boys. 

“The boy has a simple soul. He 
needs not a complexity of activities, 
but simpler ones. He is as eleme' 
as a savage; he wants a simple envir- 
onment, not the. multiplicity of activl- 
ties that surround him on every side. 
His nervous organism becomes over 
developed. ~ 

“The boy is a human dynamo, Go- 
ing, doing—it is as easy to dam Nia- 
gara as to check the activity of a 
healthy youth in his teens. The wind 
will blow and the water will dash 
along, do what we will. But the wind 
which played havoc in the garden 
turns the windmill industriously and 
the power of the water which upset 
the boat may be harnesséd to run an 
engine; The boy's restiess energy, if 
directed, may: be guided to useful pur- 
suits and wholesome ideals. 

“Two things are needed; a pro- 
gramime of directed activity for the 
boy's leisure time, and men trained 
professionally for his leisure time 
leadership just as teachers are trained 
to direct his mind and doctors to care 
for his body. 

During his impressionable years tne 
boy craves and needs the companion- 
ship of an adult of his own sex, He 
is a hero worshipper and every boy 
needs a hero to worship, The devel- 
opment of his character will largely 
depend upon the hero he has chosen. 
Surely no requirements are then too 
high for the profession of boy leaders. 
They must, above all, have traini: 
for they must be teachers and athletes, 
they must have physical buoyancy pnd 
youth, and they must be able to co- 
ordinafe and direct the efforts in be- 
half of boys. which are being put forth 
by practically all the men's service 
clubs on the continent, .

To Airplane Travel 


Law of Gravity Said to Be Greatest 
Hazard 

The frequent assertion that the 
hazard in commercial flying is almost 
negligible is tragically contradicted by 
the disaster at the Croydon airdrome 
in Pngland, where.a nose dive and 
the bursting of the gasoline tank of 
the DH-34 ended instantly the lives of 
Seven passengers and the pilot. In 
spite of reassuring ‘stalisties; it is idle 
in the light of such an accident to 
minimize the danger that still attaches 
to travel in airplanes. 

The safety record of the British 
planes, however, as Well as of the 
continental lines, has been excellent. 
From April, 1919, to’ March, 1923, 
the British commercial aviators. flew 
on established routes more than 1,706,- 
000 miles with only three fatalities. 

Nevertheless, a good many persons 
whom the Paris-London air trip has 
tempted have thought twice and then 
taken the channél boat. It fs often 
sald that a plane is practically as safe 
as a railroad coach, and great railroad 
disasters are cited to emphasize the 
point. Nobody really believes that. 
The law of gravity will have to be 
changed or n way of defeating it dis- 
covered before flying can be as ‘safe 
as a railroad or an ocean voyage.—
